He Condition of Man in this World is ſo 
limited and depreſſed, ſo relative and im- 
perfe&, that the beſt things he does he 
does weakly, and the beſt things he hath 
are imperfections in their very conſtitution, 
I need not tell how little it is that we know; the greateſt 
indication of this, is, that we can never tell how many 
things we knowWrz and we may ſoon ſpan our own 
knowledge, but our ignorance we can never fathome. 
Our very will, in which Mankjnde pretends to be moſt 
Noble, and Imperial, is a direct ſtate of imperfettion 5 
and our very libertie of chooſing good and evil is per- 
mitted to us, not to make us proud, but to make us 
humblezfor it ſuppoſeth weakneſs of Reaſon, and weak- 
neſs of love, For it we underſtood all the degrees of a- 
mabilitie in the Service of Ged, or if we had ſuch loye 
to God as he deſerves, and ſo perfe& a conviRion as 
were fit for his ſervices, we could no more deliberates For 
libertie of will is like the motion of a Magnetick needle 


toward the North, full of trembling and uncertaintie, 
A3 till, 
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till it were fix'd in the beloved points it wavers as long- 
aSitis free, and is at reſt when it can chooſe no more, 
And truly what is the hope of Mane Ir is indeed the re- 
ſurre&ion of the Soul in this World from ſorrow and her 
ſaddeſt preſſures, and like the twilight ro the day, and 
the Harbinger of joy3 but ſtill it is but a conjugation of 
infirmities, and proclaims our preſeat calamity, onely be. 
cauſe it is uncaſic here, it thruſts us forwards towardsthe 
light and glories of the reſurreQion. 

For asa worm c:eeving with her b-liy on the ground, 
with her portion and ſhare of Adam's curſe, |its up its 
head to partake a littl- of the bleſſings of the atr, and 
op:ns the junRures of her impecie& body, and curls her 
little rings into knots and combinations, drawing up her 
fail roa neighbourhood of the hcads plcaturc and mott- 
0:2; but ſtill it muſt return to abide the fac of its own 
na:ure, and dwell and-flecp upon the duſt: Soaethe 
hopes of a mortal Man: he opens his eycs anc looks up- 
on fine things at diſtance, and ſhuts them again with 
weakneſs, becauſe they ate too glorious to betio)a : and 
the Man re<joy ceth becauſe he hopes fine things are flay- 
ing tor tim 5 but his heart ake3, becage he knows ti ere 
are a thouſand ways to fail and miſs of thoſe glaries: 
and though he hopes yet he enjoys not z he longs, but he 
pcoſlefieth nor, and muſt be content with his portion of 
duſt ; and being 4 worm and no Man mult lie downin 
this portion, - before he can receive the erd of his hopes, 
the Salvation of his Soul;in the reſurrection of the dead, 
For as death is the end of our lives, (o is the reſurrection 
the end of our bopess and as we die daily, ſo we daily 
hope: but death which is the end of cur life is the en- 
largemeat of our Spirits from hope to certainty, from 
uncertain fears to certain expeRations, from the death 


of the body to the life of the foul thatis, ro partake o 
| the 
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the light and life of Chriſt, to riſe tolife as he didg for 
his reſurreRion is the beginning of ours. He died for 
us alone z not for himſe]}fz but he roſe again for himſelf 
and us too, Sothatit he did rife, ſo ſhall wes the re- 
ſur:te&ion ſhall be univerſal 3 good and bad, all ſhall riſe, 
but not all together, Firſt, Chrift, then we that are 
Chriſtsz and yet there is a third Reſurrection, though. 
not ſpoken of here , bur thus it ſhall be, The dead i 
Chri# ſhall riſe firſt 3 that is, next to Chriſt 5s and after 
them the wicked ſhall riſe to condemnation, 

So that you ſee, here is the ſumme of aff:irs treated of 
in my Text; Not whether it be lawful to eat a t0r0i/e 
or a Muſhrome;, or to tread with the toot' bare , upon the 
ground, within the Otaves of Faſter, 1t is not here in- 
quir'd whether Angels be material or immaterial; or 
whether the dwellings of dead Infants be within the 
air, or inthe Regions of the Earth 5 the inquiry he:e is, 
Whether we are to be Chriſtians or no ? whether we areto 
live good lives orno ? or whetherit be permitted to us to 
live with luſt or covctouſneſs aRed with all the Daugh- 
ters of rapine and ambition ? whether there be any ſuch 
thing as ſia ? any judicatory for conſciences, any re- 
wards of Pie'y , any difference of good and bad, any re- 
wards after this life © this is the deſizn of theſe words ty 
proper interpretation-: for if Men ſhall die like dogs and 
ſheep , they will certainly live like Wolves and Foxes : 
bur: te that believes the atticle of the ReſurreRion, 
hath entertain'd the greateſt demonſtration in the 
| World, that nothing can make us happy but the know- 
ledzeof God, and contormity to the !ite and dearth of 
the Holy Jeſus: Here there'ore are: the great hinges of 
all;Religion. 1. Chriſt is already riſea from the dead, 
.2/:\Wealoſhall-riſe in Gods time and our order. Chriſt 
isthe fiſt truirs, But there: ſhall be a tull harveſt - on 

elur- 
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Retucie&ion , and all ſhall rife. My Text ſpeaks only 
of the reſurreion of the juſt , of them that belong to 
Chriſt 3 explicitely,I ſay,ot theſe z and therefore direRtly 
of reſurxeRion to life eternal : but becaufe he alſo ſays 
that chere ſhall be an order for every Man g and yet eve- 
ry Man does not b:long to Chriſt; theretore, indireR- 
ly, alſo he implies the more Uaiverſal reſurre&ion unto 
judgemear, But this ſhall be the laſt thing that ſhall be 
done; for. according to the Proverb of the Jews5 AMi- 
chal flies but with one wing, and Gabriel with two g 
God is quick in ſending Angels of peace; and they flic 
apace, bur the meſſengers of wrath come ſlowly : God 
is more haſtie to glorifie his Servants than to condemn 
the wicked. And therefore in the fory of Dives and La+ 
Z4rus we find that the beggar died firi#;, the good Man L4- 
zarus was firſt taken away from his miſery to his com- 
fort; and afterwards the rich Man died : and as the 
good many times die firſt ; fo all of thens riſe firſt; as if 
14 were a matter of baſtez and as the Mothers breaſts ſwell 
and ſhoot and long to give food to her babez ſo Gods 
bowels did yearn over his baniſh'd children , and be longs 10 
cauſe them: to cat and drink in his Kingdom. Aad at laſt, 
the wicked ſhall riſe unto condemaatian, for that muſt 
be doneto03 every Maa in his own order, Firſt Chriſt. 
Then Chriſt's S-ryants, 4nd at laſt Chriſt's Enemies, The 
firſt of theſe is the great ground of our Faith, The ſecond 
15 the confummation of all our hopes. The firſt is the 
foundation of God that ſtands ſure, the ſecond is that 
ſuperſtructure that ſhall never periſh. By the firſt we 
believe in God unto righteouſneſs : by the ſecond we 
live in God unto Salvation bur the third, for that alſo is 
true, and muſt be conſidered , is the great affcightmeat 
of all them that live ungodly.

firmation we might be eſtabliſhed, and doubt no more. 
Mary Magdalen ſaw him- firſt, and ſhe ran with joy and

the dead; but they beliewd her net. Aﬀeer that , divers 
omen together ſaw him, and they told it, but had no 
thanks for theic pains, and obtain'd no credit among the 
Diſciples, The two Diſciples that went to Emaus ſow him, 
talk'd wich him, ate with him, and they raa and told it, 
They,told true, bur no body beliey'd them. Ther S, 
Peter ſow him, but he was not yet got into the Chair of the 
Cathehick Church they did not think him inta'lible, and 
ſo-they believ'd him not at 'all. Five times in one 
day he appeard, for after ail this, he appear'd 
to the Eleycng - they were indeed tranſported with 
Joy and wonder, but they would ſcarce believe 
their own eyes, and though they ſaw him they doubted. 
Well, all this was not enoughz he was ſe:a alſo of Fames, 
and ſuffered Thomas to thruſt his tand into his ſide, 
and appeared to S, Paul, and was ſeen by five hundred 
bruthrew at once« So that there is no capacity of Man- 
Einde, notime, no place, but had an ocular demonſtrati- 
on of his Reſurrection. He appeared to Men and Wo- 
men,to the Clergy and the Laity, to ſinners of both Sexes ; 
to weak Men and to Criminals, 10 doubters and denyers, as 
home and abroad, in publick and in private, intheir hou- 
ſes and their journeys, uncxpeRed, and by appointmenr, 
betimes in the morning, and late at night, ro them in 
conjunction, and to them in diſperſion, whea they did 
look for him, and when they did not; he appeared wpon

ad ſeen the Lord, and that he was riſen from 
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Earth td many, and to $. Paul and $, Stephen from Hea- 


ven: Sothat we can require no greater Teſtimony than all 


 thef:areable togive us, and they, faw for themſelves, 


aad tor us too, that the Faith and certainty of the reſurre- 
Hon of Feſus might be conveyed to.all that ſhall die, 
and follow Chriſt in their own order, 

Now this being matter of fa&, cannot be ſuppos'd in- 


* finite, bur limited co time and place, and therefore to be 


provd by them who at that time were upon the place 3 
good men andtrue, fimple and yet loſers by the bargain, 
many and united, confident and conſtant, preaching it 
all their life, :nd ſtoutly main'aining it at their death. 
Mea that would not deceive others, and Mex that could 
no be decete''d themſelves in a matter ſo notorious, and [s 
prov'd, andſos ſeen: andif this be not ſufficient credibility 


in a matter of Fatt as this was, then we can have no" 


Story credibly tranſmitted to us, no Records kept, no Acts 
of Courts, no narratives of the dayes of old, no Trae 
ditions of our Fathers, no memorials of them in the 
third Generation, Nay, if from theſe we have not 
lufficieat Cauſes and Arguments of Faith, how ſhall we be 
able to know the Will of. Heaven upon Earth ? _ God 
ao not only tell jt once, but alwaies, and not onely alwaies 
to ſome Men', bur alwaies to all men : For it. ſome 
Men muſt believe others, they can never do it in any 
thing more reaſonably than in this ; and if we may nor 
truſt them in this, then without a perpetual Miracle 
no Man could have Faith: for Feith could never come by 
hearing , by nothing but by ſeeing, Bur if there be any 
uſe of Hiſtorie, any Fajyzhin Men, any honeſtie in man- 
ners, any Truth in humane eatercourſes if the.e beany 


uſe of Apoſtles or Teachers, of Emb:fladours, or 


Letters, of ears or hearing z if there be any ſuch thing 
as the Grace of Faith, that is leſs than Demonſtration 
B 2 or 
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or intuition, then we m:y beas ſure that Chriſt iFefirſt. 
fruits is alrcady riſen, as all theſe credibilities can make 
us. But let us take heed, as God hates a lye, ſo be hates in- 
credslity ; an obſtinate, a fooliſh and pertinacions under- 
ſtanding. What we do every minute of our lives in mat- 
rers of title and great concernment, if we refuſeto doit - 
in Religion, which yet is to be conducted, as all humane 
affairs are, by humane inſtruments and arguments of 
perſwaſion proper to the nature of the things it is an 
-—Whs as croſs to humane reaſon, as it is to Divine 
alth, 

But this Article was fo clearly prov'd, that preſently 
itcam-topa(s that Men were no longe: aſham'd of the 
Croſs, but it was worn upon breaſts, printed in the 
air, drawn upon foreheads, carried upon Banners, put 
upon crowns Impetia), preſently it came to paſs thatthe 
Religion:of the deſpiſed Jeſus did infinitely prevail : a 
Religion that taught Men to be meek and humble, apt 
to receive injuries, but unapt to do any a Religion 
that gaye countenance to the poor and pititull, inarime 
when Riches'were adord, and ambition and pleaſure 
had poſſeſſed the Heart of all Mankinde;z a Religion 
that would change the face of things, and the hearts of 
Men, and break vile habits into geatleneſs and counſel 
that ſucha Religion, in ſuch a time, by the Sermons and 
Condu& ot Fiſhermen, Mea of mean b.eeding and i!- 
liberal Arts, ſhould ſo ſpeedily t iumph over the Phi- 
lofophy of the World, and the arguments of the ſubtle, 
and the Sermons of the Eloquen: 3. the Power of Pcin- 
ces, and the Intereſts of States, the inclinations of Na- 
ture, and the blindneſs of zcal, the force of cuftome, 
and the ſolicitation of paſſions, the pleaſures of fin and 
the buſie Arts of the Devil; that is, againſt Wit agd 
Power, ſuperſtition and wilfulneſs, fame and Ry:

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Nature and Empire, which are all the cauſes in this 
World that can make athing impoſſible, this, this is to be 
aſcrib'd rothe puwe: of God, and is the great demonſtra- . 
tion of the ReſurreRion of Jeſus. For he is the firſt-

loſopby e Certainly we have a low Op nion of God,un- 
leſs we believe he can do more things than we can un- 
derſtand. Butlet us kear S. Pau/'s Demonſtration. * If 
the Corndyes and lives againy if it ayes it's body down, 
ſuffers alteration, diſſolution and death,but at the Spring 
riſes again in the verdure of a leat, in the fulnets of 
the Ear, in the Kidneys of the Wheat if it proceeds 
from little to great, from nakedneſs to ornament, from 
emptine's ro plenty, from unity to multicude, from death 
to life z be a Sadducee no more, ſhame not thy under» 
ſtanding, and reproach not the weakaz(s of thy Faith, by 
thinking that Cora can be reſtor'd to lite, and Man can- 
not z eſpecially ſince in every Creature the obediential 
capacity is infinite, and cannot admitdegreesy forevery 
Creature can be any thing under the power of God which 
cannot be leſs than infinite, 

But we find no obſcure foot-ſteps of this myſtery even 
amongſt the Heathens, Pliny reports that Approp t! e 
Grammarian, by the uſe of the Plant 0ſsris, cail'd Ho- 
mer from his gravez and in Yaleri#s Maximus we find that 
eFElixs Twbero return'd to lite when he was (cated in his 
Funeral pilez and in P/#terch, that Solews after three days 
burial did live and in Yaleriws, that Ars Pamphilins did 
ſoafrer ten dayes, And it was ſocommonly behey'd 
that Gle#cws who was choked in a v<fſel of Honey did riſe 
again, that it grew toa Proverb 3 Glaucus poro Mele re- 
ſJarrexits Glaucus having taſted Honey dyed, and liv'd 
again, I pretend notto belieye thele Stories true ; but 


that from theſe inſtances it may be concl#ded that they be- 


liey'd 


liev'd it poſble that there ſhould be a ReſurreRion from 
thedead and natural Reaſon, and their Philoſophydid 
not wholly deſtroy their hopes and expeRation to bave a 
portion in this Article. 

For God knowing that the great hopes of Man,that the 
biggeſt eadearment of Religion, the SanRion of private 
Juſtice, the band of pietie and holy courage, does wholly 
derive from the Article of the Reſarrettion, was pleas'd not © 
only ro make it credible, but eafte and familiar to us; and 
we ſo converſe every night with the image of death, that 
every morning we find an argument of the Reſurrecton, 
Sleep and Death have but one Mother, and they have one 
name in common,

Charnel houſes are but zoxurlis,Coemeterics or fleeping 
laces, and they that dye are fallen aſleep, and the Re- 
urretion is but an awakening and ſtanding up trom 
flzep; butin fleep our ſenſes are as faſt bouad by Narure, 
as our joynts are by the grave clothesz and unleſs an 
Angel of God awaken ws every morning, we muſt confeſs our 
ſelves as unable to converſe with Men, aswe now are 
afraid to dye and to converſe with Spirits. But however 
death it ſelf is no more; it is but darkneſs and a /hadow, 
4 reſt and a forgttfulneſs. What is there more. in death, 
what & there leſs in {l:ep? For do we aot ſee, by expe- 
rience, that nothing of equal loudneſs does awake us 
ſooner than a Man's voice, eſpecially, if he be called by name ? 
and thus alſo it (hill be ia the Reſarretion, We ſhall be 
awakened by the voice of a Man, and he that called 
Lazarus by name from his grave, ſhallalſo call us: for

with a mighty ſhout ( ſaith the Apoſtle) and all that are 
in the Graves ſhall bear hu woice, ſaid Saint Fohn; to that 


we ſhall be awakened by the voice of a Man, becauſe 


we are onely fallen afleep by the Decree of God and 
when the Cock and the Lark call us upto prayer and 1a- 
bour,the firſt thing we ſee is an Argument of our Re- 

urreRion from the dead: And when we confider what 
the Greek Church reports, that amongſt ttem the bodies 
of thoſe that dye excommunicate will notteturnto duſt 
till the cenſure be taken off 3 we may with a little Faith 
and Reaſon believe, that the ſame power that keeps them 
from thgr natural diſſ»lution, can recall them.to life and 
Union. I will not now inſiſt upon the Story of fheri- 
ling bonesſeen every year in egypt, nor the pretences 
of the Chymiſts, that they from the aſhes of lowers can 
re-produce : from the ſame materials the ſame beauties in 
colour and hgurey for he that proves a certain truth from 
an uncertain Argumeat is like him that wears a wooden 
leg when he hath two ſound legs already 3 it hinders his 
g oing, but he!ps him not; the truth of God ſtands not 
in need of ſuch Supporters. Nature alone is a-ſufficicar 
Preacher. ;

Nightand day, the Sun returning to the ſame point of 
Eaſt, every change of Species in the ſame, matter, gene- 
ration and corruption 5 the Eagle renewing her w_ 
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and the fnake herskin z the filk-worm and the ſwallows, 
the care of poſterity, and the care of an immortal name z 
Winter and Summer, the fall and the ſpring, the old Te- 
ſt:zmeart and the New, the words of Tob, and the vifions of 
the Prophets, the prayer of Zzekel for the reſurrection of 
the Men of Ephraim , and the return of Jonas from the 
Whales belly; the HiFories of the Jews,and the Narratives 
of Chriſtians, the Faith of believers, and the Philoſophy 
of the reaſoxable, all joyn in the verification of this myſte- 
ry. And amonglt theſe heaps it not of the leaſt confide- 
ration , that there was never any good Man, who having 
been taught this article, but if he ſery'd God he alſo re- 
lyed uponthis. If he believ'd God he believ'd this, and 
therefore S. Paw! ſays that they who were innila wi t- 
x76, Wereallo afur iy xioue , they whohad no hope, 
meaning of the reſurrection, were alſo Atheiſts, and with- 
out God inthe World. And itis remarkable what Saiat 
Auſtin obſerves , that when the World ſaw the righteous A- 
bel deftreyed, and that the murderer out lid his crime, and 
built up a numerous family, and grew mighty upon 
Earth, they negleRed the ſervice of God upon that ac- 
count, till God in pity of their prejudice and fooliſh 
arguings took E#och up to Heaven to recover them from 
their impieries , by ſbewing them that their bodies and ſouls 
ſhould be rewarded for ever inan eternal Union. But Chriſt 
the firſt fruits is gone before, and himſelf did promiſe 
that when himſelf was lifted up be would draw all Men at- 
ter him 3 Every Man is his own order 3 firſt, Chriſt, then 
they that are Chriſt's at his comitig. And ſo I have done 
withthe ſecond particulars not Chriſt only, but we alſo

So 
ſaid our Bleſſed Lord himſelf : ye wbich have followed me 
in the regeneration , when the Son of Man ſhall jit on the 
throne of his glory, ye alſo ſhall fit upon thrones judging 
the tribes of 1ſrael, For as it was with Chciſt the fick 
fruits , fo it ſhall be with all Chriſtians in their owa or- 


der: as with the head fo it ſhall be with the Members, 


He was the Son of God by loye and obedience, and then 
became the Son of God by a Reſurrection from thedead 


to life Eternal , and ſo ſhall wes but we cannot be fo in 


any other way. Tothem that are Chriſt's, and to none 
elſe-ſhall this be given. For we muſt know that God 
bath ſent Chriſt into the World to be @ great example 
and demonſtration of the Oeconomy and diſpenſation of 
Eternal life. As God brought Chriſt roglory, (o he will 
bring usz but by no other method. He firſt obeyed the. 
will of God,aud patiently ſufferedthe will of God y he 
dyed, and roſe again,and entred intoglory, and ſomuſt 
We. Thus Chriſt is made via, veritas, & vita, the way, 
the truth, and the life, that is, the true way co eternal 
life:: He firſt crod this wine-preſs, and we muſt infifſt in 
the ſame ſteps, or we ſhall never partake of this bleſſed 
reſurreRtion, He.was made the Son of God in a moſt glo- 
rious manner, and we by him z. by his merit, and by his 
grace, and by his examgle:. but other thaa this , there is 
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' noway of Salvation for us, That's the firſt and great 
effe& of this glorious order, 


4- But there is one thing more in it yet; Every Man in 
bis own order, Firſt, Chriſt, 2nd then 1hey this are Chriſt's, 
But what ſhall become of them that are not Chriſt's, why 
there is an order for them too, Firſt, they that are 
Chriſt'sz and then they that are not' his. * Bleſſed and* Ker. 
boly i he that hath his part in the firſt ReſurretHon, 1here ** 
is 4 firſt and a fecond ReſurreQion even after this lite, 
The dead in Chriit fhall riſe firf, Now bleſſed are they ! 7%: 
that have »their portion here 3 for 'wpon theſe rhe ſocond* 
death ſhall ' have no power. As tor the recalliog the wic- 
ked from their graves, it is no otherwiſe in the ſenſe of 
the Spirit to be called a ReſurreRion, than taking a Cri- 
minal from the Priſon to the Baris a gividg of libe 
When poor 4t1i/iss Avisls had been ſeiz an A 
poplexy, his Friends ſuppoſing him dead,” carried him ro 
his Funeral pile. Bur when the fire began to approach, 
and the heat to wa-m the body, he reviv'd, | 
himſelf incircled with funeral flames, call'd outaloud to 
his frieads to reſcue, not the dead, $1 #he living Aviola 
from that horrid burning. Bus it could not be.. He onely was 
reſtor'd from his ſickneſs to fall into death, aud from bus 
dell Diſeaſe to 4 ſharp and intolerable torment, Jnſt io 
ſhall the wicked live again, They fhall receive their 
ſouls, that they may be a portion for Devik.: They ſhall: 
receive their bodies, that they ma v' feel the evertaſting 
burning. They ſhall ſee Chriſt, that they may look op 
bim whom they have pierced, and they ſhall heat the voice 
of God, paſsing upon them the intolerable Sentence, 
They-fhall come from their Graves that: they may-goim- 
to Hell; and live again that they may die for ever, So 
have we ſeen 2 poor condemned CriminaF, 'the weighe 


of whoſe ſorrows fitting heavily upon his foul bath be- 
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nummed him jnto a deep fl :eptill he hath forgotten his 
groans, and laid afide his deep fighings : but on a ſud- 
dain comes the mefſenger of death, and unbinds the 
poppy garland , ſcatters the heavy cloud that incircled 
his miſerable head, and makes bim retura to act of life, 
that he may quickly deſcend intodeath,and beno more. 
So is every finner that lies down in ſhame; and makes 
his grave with the wicked: heſhall indeed riſe again and 
be called upon by the yoice of the Archange), bur then 


* + he ſhall deſcend into ſorrows greater than che reaſon 


andthe patience of a Man, weeping and ſhreeking louder 
thanthe groans of the miſerable children in the. yalley of 
Hinnom. 

Theſe indeed are ſad ſtories3 but true as the yoice of 
God,and the, Sermons of the Holy Jeſus. They are Gods 
wards, and; Gods decrees: and I wiſh that all who. pro- 
teſs the belief of'\theſe. would 'confider ſadly what they 
mean3. If ye believethe;Acrticle of the Reſurrection, then 
you know that ia your body you ſhall receive what you 
did-inthe body, wherher it. be good or bad. It matters 
not naw very-mach whether our bodies be becuteous or 
deform'd.: \Forif we. glarifie God in our bodies, God 
ſhall make our bodies glorious, Ir matters not much 
whether we live in eaſe and pleaiure, or eat nothing but 
bitter herbs. The body that lies in duſt and aſhes, that 
goes feoping 4nd feeble, that lodges at the foot of the croſs 
and dwells in diſcipline, ſhall be feefted at the eternal ſupper 
of rhe lamb. And ever remember this,that beaſtly pleaſures 
and lying lips, and a deceicful tongue, and a heart that 
ſendeth forth proud things,are no good diſpoſition to a 
bleſſed ReſurreRion, s xaady dgporiny draxdouir dySgu rea. 
hisnotgood that in.the body we live a life of difloluti- 
on,for thar s no good harmony with that purpoſe of glory 
which God defigns the body.. |

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Said PhocyUidersfor we hope that from our beds of dark- 
neſs we ſhall riſe into regions of light, and ſhall become 
like unto God : They ſhall partake of a ReſurreRion to 
life: and what this can infer is very obvious. Forif it be 
ſo hard to believe a Reſurretion from one death z let 
us not be dead in treſpaſſes and fins, for a ReſurreRion 
from two deaths will be harder to be believ'd, and harder 
to be effeed.

ation, as it were inſtitnting a Feaſt of All Saints 3 Who, 
all died having obtained a good report, and what excellent 
Preacherin the eleventh Shapter ot the Hebrews, made 
a Sermon of their commemorariog, For ſince good men, 
while they are alivez have their Cohverfation in Heaven, 
when they are in Henven it is affo fit that they ſhould 
in their good names live upon Earth, And as their 
great Examples are an excellent Sermon to __ 
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no intereſt ro interpoſe; as it is the beſt and moſt vigorous 
Sermon and inceartive to great things, foto conceal what 
hath good God wrought by them is great unthankfulneſs 
to God, and to good men, | 

When Dorce died, the Apoſtle came to ſee the dead 
Corps, and the Friends of the deceaſed expreſſed their 
Grief and their Love by ſhewing the Coats that ſhe, 
whileſt we lived, wrought with hec own hands. She was 
a good Needle-woman, and a good Houſwife, and did 
good to Mankind in her little way, and that it ſelf ought 
not to be forgotten, and the Apoſtle himſelf was not diſ- 
pleaſed with their little Se:mons, and that ivguurops;

He was bred in Cambridge, in Sidney Colledge, under 
Mr, Hue, a grave and ja worthy Man 5 and he ſhewed 
himſelf not onely a fruitful Plant by bis great Progreſs in 
his Rudies, but made him angtber return of gratitude, 
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taking care to provide a good employment for him in 


Ircland where he then began to be greatly interreſted, Tt 
was ſpoken aS an Fonouur to Avgsſtus Ceſar, that he gave 
his Tutor an honour. ble Funeral 3 and Marcus Antonius 
erected a Statue unto his, and Grs#/a» the Emperor made 
his Maſter 4»ſoniws to be Conſal; and our worthy Pri- 
mate, knowing the Obligation which they paſs upon us 
who do Obfterricart gravide anime , help the parturient 
ſoul to bring forth fruics according to its ſeminal powers, 
was Careful not oncly to reward the induſtry of ſuch 
Pe:ſons ſo uſeful to the Church in the cultivating #»- 
fantes palmerum young Plants, whoſe joynts are to be 
ſtretch'd and made ſtrait, but to demonſtrate that his 
Scholar knew how to value learning, when he knew ſo 
well how to reward the Teacher. ; 

Having paſs'd the courſe of his ſtudies in the Univer- 
fity, and done his exerciſe with that applauſe which is 
uſually che reward of pregnant Wits and hard ſtudy, he 
was remov'd into Tork ſbire, where firſt in the City of 
York he was an afhduous Pre:cher, but by the diſpoſi- 
tion of the Divine Providence , he happened to bz in-' 
gaged at Northalerton in diſpuration with three prag- 
mat'cal Romiſh Prielis of the Jeſuites Order, whom he 
ſo much worſted in the conference, and ſo ſhamefully 
diſadvantaged by the evidence of Truth, repreſened 
wiſely and Learnedly, that the Famous Primate of Tork 
ArchbiſhopMatihews,a Learned and an Excellent Prelate, 
and a moſt worthy Preacher, hearing of that Triumph, 
ſent for him and made him his Chap'ain, in whoſe fer- 
vice he continued till the death of the Primate, bur in 
that time had givea ſo much Teſtimony of his great 
Dexterity, in the Condv& of Eccleſiaſtical and-Civil 
Afﬀairs, that he grew dear to his Maſtery in thatem- 
ployment he was made Prebendary of York, and th-n 
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of Rippon, the Dean of which Church having made him 
bis Sub-dean, he managed the affairs of that Church (6 
well that he ſoon 2cquir'd a greater fame, and entered in- 
to the poſſeſſion ot many hearts, and admiration to 
thoſe many more that knew bim. There, and at his 
Parſonage he contiued long to dothe duty of a Leara- 
ed and good Preacher, and by his Wifdom, Eloquence 
and Deportment, ſo gaia'd the affeRions of the Nobi- 
lity, Geatry and Commons of that Country , that as at 
his return thither upon the bleſſed Reſtauration of his 
moſt Sacred Majeſty , he knew himſelf oblig'd enough 
and was ſo kind as to give themaviſir, fo they by their 
coming in great numbers to meet him, their joyful re- 
ception of him, their great carefling of himjwhen he 
was there, their forward hopes to enjoy him as their 
Biſhop, their trouble at his departure, their unwilling- 
neſs to let him go away , gave fignal teſtimonies that 
they were wiſe and kind enough to underſtand and value - 
his great worth. 

But while he lived there he was like a Diamond in 
the duſt ( or Lucius Quinttins at the plow) his low for- 
tune- covered a moſt yaluable Perſon, till he became ob- 
ſerv'd by Sir Thomas Wentworth Lord Preſident of York, 
whom we all- knew for -his -great Excellencies, and his 
Great but Glorious mislortunes. This rare Perſon eſpied 
the great abilities of Dr, BramhaZ, and made him his 
Chaplain, and brought him into Ireland, as one whom 
he believed would prove the moſt fit inffrumeat to ferve 
in that defiga which tor two years before bis arrival 
here he had greatly meditated and reſolved 5 the Re- 
formation of Religion, and the reparation of the broken 
fortunes of the Cyurch : The complaints were many, 
the abuſes great , the cauſes of the Church vaſtly nu- 
merous; but as faſt as they were brought in, fo faſt they 


were | 
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were by the Lord Deputy referred back to Dr. Bram> 
ball, who by his indefatigable pains , great Sagacity, 
perpetual watchtulneſs, daily and hourly conſultatiens, 
reduc'd thingsto a more tollerabl= condition than they 
had been I-ft in by the Schiſmatical principles of ſome, 
and the unjuſt prepoſſeſſions of others for many years 
before, For at the Refermation the Popiſh Biſhops aad 
Prieſts ſeemed to conform, and did ſo, that keeping their 
Biſhopricks they might enrich their Kindred and dila- 
pidate the Reyenues of the Churchz which by pretend- 
ed offices, falſe informations, Fee-farms at contemptible 
Rents, and ungodly alienations, were made low as po- 
verty it ſelf, and unfit to miniſter tothe needs of them 
that ſerv'd the Altar , or the nobleſt purpoſes. of Religi- 
on, For Hoſpitality decayed , and the Biſhops were 
ealie to be opp:efled by thoſe that would , and. they 
complained, but for a long time had no helpers till 
God raiſed up that glorious inftrument the Earl of S*raf- 
ford; who brought oyer with him as great affeRtions 
to the Church aad to all publick intereſts, and as ad- 
mirable abilities as ever before his time did inveſt and 
adorn any of the Kings Vice- gerents : . and God fitted 


' his hand wich an inftrument good, as his skill was great, 


For the firſt Specimen of his Abilities and Diligence in 
recovery of ſome loſt tythesbeing repreſented to his late 
Majefty of Bleſſed and Glorious memory, it pleaſed his 
Maj:ſty upon the Death of Biſhop Downham to advance 
the Door to the B:ſhoprick of Derry 3 which he: ag 
onely adorned with an excellent ſpirit» and @ wiſe Go- 
vernment, but did more than double the Reveaue, not 
by taking any thing from them co whom it was due, 
but by reſuming ſomerhing of the Churches Parrimo- 
pi ok by undue means was detained ia unficting 
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But his care was beyond his Dioceſs, and his zeal broke 
outto warm all his brethren 5 and though by teaſon of 
the Favour and Piety of King Fames, the eſcheated 
Counties were well provided tor their Tythes, yetthe 
Biſhopricks were not ſo well; till the Primate, then 


" Biſhop of Derry ,. by the favourof the Lord Lieutenant 


and his own inceſſant and affiduous labour, and wiſe 
conduct, bought in divers impropriations, caucell'd ma- 
ny unjuſt alienations, and did reſtore them to a conditi- 
on-much more tolerable; I ſay much more tolerable 
for though he rais'd them aboye contempt, yet they 
were not nea- to envy., but he knew there could not in 
all times be wanting too many that envyed to the 
Church every degree of proſperity,ſo F#das did toChriſt 
the expence of Oyatmeat, and ſo Dyoniius told: the 
Prieſt, when himſelf ſtole the golden Cloak from Apollo, 
andigave him one of Arcadian home ſpun, that it was 
warmer for him ia Winter, and cooler in Summer. And 
for ever {ince the Church by Gcd: bleſfing and the {a- 
vour of Religious Kings and Princes, and Pious Nobt- 
lity, hath beeaeadowed with fair Revenues , inimicus ho- 
20 the Enemy bath not been wanting by preteaces of 


.Religion to take away Gods portion from the Church, 


as if his word were intended as an inftrument to rob 
his houſes z but when the Ifraclites were governed by a 
beoxgalia, and. God was their King, and Moſes his Lieu- 
tenant, and things were of his management, he was 
pleas'd by making great Proviſions tor them that mini- 
ſtred in the ſervice of the Tabernacle, ro confign this 
truth for ever, thatMen as they love God, at the fame 
rate are to make proviſions for his Prieſts. For when 
himſelf did it, ke not onely gave the 48. Cities, with a 
mile of Gleberound: about their Ciry , every way, and 
yet the whole Country was but 149, milcs _ or 
9 0[ fo 
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thereabouts from Day to Beerſhebaz but befides this they 
had the Tythe of all increaſe, the firſt Fruits, offerings, 


' yowes, redemptions, and in ſhort, they had 24. ſorts of 


dues as Buxtorf relates; and all this, either broughtto 
the Barn home to them without trouble, or elſe as the 
Nature ofthe thing required , brought to the Temple, 
the firſt to make it more profitable, and the ſecond to de. 
clate that they received it not from the people, but from 
God, not the Peoples kindneſs but the Lords Inheritance z 
in ſo much tbar this {mail Tribe of Levi, which was not 
the fortieth part of the People, as the Scripture com-

I ſpeak notthisto upbraid any man, or any thing bur 
Sacriledge and murmur, norto any. other end but to re- 
preſeat upon what great and Religious grounds the then 
Biſhop ot Lerry did with ſo much care and aſfiduous la- 
bour endeavour to reſtore the Church of Ireland to that 
ſplendor and fulneſs, which as it is much conducing to 
the honour of God and of Religion, God himſelf be- 
ing the Judge, ſo itis much more neceſfary for you, 
then it is for us, and ſo this wiſe Prelate rarely well un- 
derſtood ir, and having the — and bleffing 
as we now have, a Gracious King, and a Lieutenant Pa- 
tron of Religion, and the Church, he improy'd the 4e-

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of this Kingdom bad bouarifully given to fuch a com- 
fortable competeacie, that though there be place 1-ft for 
reſeat and future Piety to enlarge ir ſelf, yet no Man 
ath reaſon to be diſcouraged in his duties infomuch thar, 
a$I have heard from a moſt worthy hand, that at his go- 
ing into Englend , he gave account tothe Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury of 300001. a year, inthe recovery of which 
he was greatly and principally inftrumeatal.But the goods 
of this World are called waters by S9lomen. Stollen wa- 
ters are ſweet, and they are too unſtable to be ſtopt: 
ſome of theſe waters did run back from their proper chan- 
nel and return to another courſethan God and the Laws 
inteaded g yet his labours and pious Counſels were not 
the leſs acceptable to God and good Men; and therefore 
by a thankful and honourable recognition, the Conyo- 
Qttion of the Church of 1reland hath tranſmitred in re- 
cord to poſterity their deep reſeatment of his fingular ſer- 
vices and great abilities in this whole affiir. And this ho- 
nour will for eyer remain to that Biſhop of Derry3 he had 
a Zerwbbabel who repair'd the Temple and reftor'd irs 
beautie, but he was the Foſb«a, the high Prieft, who un- 
_ der him miniſtred this bleffing to the Congregations of 
the Lord: | 
But his care was not determin'd in the exteriour part 
oaly and acceſſaries of Religion, he was careful, and he 
was proſperous ia it to reduce that Divine and excelleat 
Service of our Church to publick and conſtant exerciſe, 
to Unitie and Deyotions andto cauſe the Articles of the 
Church of England to' be accepred as the Rule of pub- 
lick Confeſfions and-pecſw:fions here, that they and we 
might be populus wniwe Habit, of one heart, and one 
lip, building up our hopes of Heaven on a moſt Ho 
Faithz and taking away that Shibboleth which made this 
Chyrch liſp too undecently, or rather in ſome little de. 


gree 
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gree to ſpeak the ſpeech of Aſhdod, and not the Ian- 
guage of Canaan; 2nd the excellent and wiſe pains he 
rook in this particular no Man can dehoneſtate or re- 
proach , but he that is not willing to confeſs that the 
Church of England is the beſt Retormed Churchia the 
Wor'd, But when the brave Roman Infantery under 
th- Coaduet of Marlins aſcended up ro the Capitol to 
detend Religion and their Alracs from the fury of the 
Gas/s , they all pray'd to God, Ur quemedmodum ip; 
ad drfendendum Templum ejus concurriſſent, ita ile wir- 
tutem corum numine [uo txeretur. That as they cawe to 
defend his Temple by their Arms, ſo'he would defend 
their perſons and that Cauſe with his Power and Divi- 
nity. And this excellent Man in the Cauſe of Religion 
found the like Blefling which they prayed for z God by 
the proſpericy of his Labours aad a bleſſed effet gave 
teſtimony not onely of the Piety and Wifdom of his pur- 
poſes, but that he loves to bleſs a wiſe InſtfuRour when 
be is vigorouſly employed in a wiſe and religious Labour, 
He overcame the difficulty in defiance of all fuch pre- 
tences as were made evea from Religion it ſelf to ob- 
ſtxu& the better procedure of real and material Reli- 

ion, ; 

: Theſe were great- things, and amatter of great eavys 
and like the fiery eruptions of Yeſsvins might with the 
very Aſhes of Conſumption have buried anothee Man: 
Ar firſt indeed, as his Bleſſed Maſter, the moſt Holy. Jeſus 
had, fo alſo he had his avnwm acceptabilem. At firſt the 
ProduR was nothing bur great Admiration.at his ſtu- 
pendious parts, and wonder at his mighty diligence; and 
obſeryation of his unuſual zeal in fo goud and great 
things z bur this quickly paſs'd into the natural Daugh- 
ters of Envy . ſuſpicion and detraRion, the ſpirit of 
ebloquy and ſlander, Bis zeal for recovery of 'the 
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Church Revenues was called Oppreſfion, and Rapine) 
 Covetouſneſs and Injuſtice'; his care of reducing Religi- 
on fo wiſe and juſtifiable Principles was called Popery 
and Arminianiſm, and I know not what names, which 
ſignifie what the Authours ate pleaſcd ro mean, and the 
people to conſtrue and to hate z The intermedial proſpe- 
rity of his perſon and fortune, which he Fad as an Earneſt 

a greater Reward to ſo well-meant Labours, was ſyp- 
pos'd to be the produRion of illiberal Arts and ways of 
getting g . and the neceſlary refieſhment of his wearied 
ſpirits, which did not always ſupply all his needs, and 
were ſometimes teſs than the permiſsions even of p.udent 
Charity, they call'd Intemperance z Dederunt enim ma- 
lum Metelli Nevio poete; their own Surmiles were the 
Bills of Accuſation, and the ſplendour/ot his great «y«0- 
«pyle, or doing of good works, was the great pri bation of 
all their calumnies, But if Envy be the Accuſer, what 
can be the Defences of Innocence?

Our bleſſed Saviour knowing tte unſatisfiable angers of 
Men, if their money or eſtates were medled with, refus'd 
to divide an inheritance amongſt brethrenzit was not to be 
imagin'd that this great perſon inveſted, as all his brethren 
were, with infirmities of mortality, and yet employed in 
dividing and recovering and apportioning ot Lands , 
ſhould be able to bear all that reproach which jealouſte 
and ſuſpicion, and malicious envy could invent againſt 
him; But a Ex 0gos FONG uerleyeory 5: 66gur, laid S ophocles $ 
and ſo did hes the affcightmeats brought to his great tame 
and reputation made him to walk more warily, and do 


juſtly, and a& prudently, and conduct his affairs by the 
| mea- 
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meaſures of laws, as far as he underſtood and indeed 
that wasa very grea' way. But'there was aperta ju#1- 
tia, clauſa mani Juſtice was open, but his hand was 


ſhuts arid though every ſlanderer could tell a ſtory , yet . 


none could prove that eyer he received a bribe'to blind 
his eyes, to the value of a pair of gloves. It was his 
own expreſſion when h2 gave glory to God, who bad 


preſery'd him innocent, But becauſe every mans cauſe 


5 right in his own eyes, It was hard for him fo to ac- 
quit himſelf, that in the intrigues of law and difficule 
caſes, ſome of his Enemics ſhould not ſeem (when they 
were heard alone ) to ſpeak reaſon againſt him. Bur 
ſee the greatneſs of truth and prudence, and how great- 
ly God ſtood with him. When the numerous: Armies 
of vexed people, Turba gravis pact, placideque inimica 
quiett, beap'd up Catalogues of accuſations , when the 
Parliament of 7reland imitating the violeat procedures 
of the then diſardered Engliſh , when his glorious Pa- 
tron was taken from hishead, and he was diſ-robed-of 
his great defences, when Petitions were invited, and ac- 
cuſations furniſhed, and calumny was rewarded and ma- 
nag'd with Art and Power, when there were above 200. 
Petitions put in againſt him, and himſelf denycd leave 
toanſwer by word of mouth 4 when he was long impri- 
ſon'd, and treated ſo, that a guilty Man would have beea 
broken into affrightment and pitiful and' low confide- 
rations, yet thea he himſelf ſtanding almoſt alone like 
Callimachss at Marathon inveſted with Enemies , and co- 
ver'd with arrows 5 defended himſelf beyond all the 
powers of guiltineſs,. even with the defences of truth 
and the bravery of innocence, and anſwered the Pe- 
titipns in writing, ſometimes twenty in a day, with fo 
much clearneſs, evidence of truth , reality of Fa, and 


Teſtimony of Law , that his very Enemi:s were 'a-.

ſham'd 
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ſham'd and convinc'dg they found they had done like 
e/£ſops viper , they licked the file till their tongues bled g 
but himſelf was wholly invulnerable. They were there- 
fore, forc'd to leave their muſter-rolls agd dFcline the 
particulars, and fall to their { wiys ro accuſe him for 
going about to ſubvert tlie-fundimenral Jaws 3 the way 
by which great Strafford and Canterbury fell-s which 
was a device,” when all reaſons faild, to oppreſs the 
Enemy by the: bold: affirmation of a conclufton they 
could nor prove , they did like thoſe Gladtatores whom 
the Romans call'd retiaries, when they could nor ft 
their Enemy with their daggers , they-chrew nets 0 
bim, and cover'd him with a general miſchief, But the 
Martyr King,- Charles the Firſt ,- 0! moſt glorious aad E- 
teinel Memory: , ſeeing fo grear'a Champion likely to 
be oppreſs'd with numbers and deſpair, feat what ref» | 
cue he could, his Royal Letter for his bail, which was 
hardly granted to hims and when it was, it was upon 
' ſuch hard terms, that his very delivery was 2 perſecu- 
tion, So-neceſfary-itwas for them who intended todo 
miſchief to the , to take away the ſtrongeſt pil- 
lars of the:houſe. This thing I remark to acquit this 
jront Man-from the tongue of flander, which had-fo 
y ſpoken; that itwascertain ſormerhing would ſtick, 
yet was fo impotent and unarm'd that it conld not 
kill chat great fame which his greater worthineſs h:d 
procur'd him. Ic was ſaid of Hippaeſus the Pythagoreas, 
that being asK'd bow and what he hzd done : He an- 
fwer'd, nondem nihil,weq; enins athnc mihi invidttur.

He thay does 
great things cannot avoid the tongues and teeth of en- 


vy 5 but it calumnies muſt paſs for evidences, the brayeſt

Every thing c:n have an illname, andanill fence put 
upon it; but God who takes care of reputations as he 
does of lives , by the orders of. his- providence confures 
the ſlanderer, ut wemoria juſtorum fit in binedidtionious, 
that the memory of the righteous Man might be em- 
baim'd with honour, and fo it hapned to this great 
Man ; for by a publick warranty, by the concurrent con- 
ſear of both Houſes of Parliament, the Libellous Pe- 
titioas againſt him , the falſe records and publick monu- 
meats ot injurious ſhame were caacell'd, and he was re- 
ſtor'd is integram to that fame where his great Jabours 
and juſt procedures had firſt eſtated bim 3 which though

ed Intelligence berween them, defir'd-thar according 
to their former agreement ſuch a Ga'e mighe be deliver'd 
to him. The Meſſenger was not advig'd to be cautious, 
not at all inſtructed in the art of ſecrecy, for it wasin- 
tended that he ſhould be ſearch'd, intercepted and 
hang'd for ought they car'd : butthe Arrow was ſhot a- 
£4inſt the Biſhop, that he might beaccufed for baſe con- 
ſpiracy, and die with ſhame and fad diſhonour: Bur here 
God maniteſted his mighty care of his Se-vants z he was 
pleas'd ro ſend into the heart of the Meſſenger ſuch 
an affrightmenr, that he direaly ran away with the Let- 
rei, and never durſt come near the Town to deliver it, 
This ſtory was publiſh'd by Sir Phelim himſelf, who ad- 
ded, that it he could have thus enſnar'd theiBiſhop, he 
had good aſſuranue the Town ſhould have been his own, 
Sed boxitas Dei prevalitara e# ſuper omnem malitiam bo- 
minis. The goodneſs of God is greater than allthe ma- 
lice of Men; and nothing' could fo prove how dear 
that ſacred lite was to God, as his reſcue from the dan» 
pers. Stantia non poterant tefFa probaredeos, To bave kept 
himin a warm houſe bad been nothing, unleſs the root 
bad fallen upon his head that reſcue was a remark of 
Divine favour and Providence. - But it {:ems Sir Phelim's 
Treaſon againſt the Life of this worthy Man had a Cor- 
reſpondent in the Town5 and it broke out ſpeedily ; 
for what they could not effe& by malicious ſtratagem, 
they did in part by opea force : they turned the Biſhop 
outof the Town, and upon trifling aad unjuſt prerences

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though the uſage was ſad, 'yet it was recompenc'd to him 
by his taking Sanctuary in Oxford, where he was graci- 
ouſly receiv'd by that moſt incomparable and Nivine 
Prince 3 but having ſerv'd the King in Tork-ſbire by his 
Pen, and by bis Counſels, and by his Intereſts, return'd 
back to Irelapd, where under the excellent Condu of 
his Grace th: now Lord Lieutenant, he ran the riſque and 
tortune of oppreſled virtue, 

But God having ſtill reſolv'd to afli& us, the good 
Man was forc'd into the fortune of the Patriarchs, to 
leave his Countrey and his Charges, aad ſeek for ſafety 


» and bread in a ſtrange Lands for 1o the Prophe's were 


usd todo, wandring up and down in Sheeps clothing z 
but poor as they were, the World was not worthy of 
theme and this worthy Man deſpifing the ſhame took up 
his Croſs and followed his Maſter. Exilium cauſeipſa jw- 
bet (bi dulce viderl, & deſiderium dulce levat Patrie, He 
was not aſhamed to ſuffer, where the Cauſe was honoura- 
bleand glorious z but fo God provided'tor the needs of 
his baniſhed, and ſeat a Man who could miniſter comfort 
tothe affliged, and courage to the perſecuted, and reſo- 
lutions rothe cempted, and ſtrength to that Religion for 
which they all ſuffered, 1.0 
And here this great Man was indeed triumphant. This

either omitted or deſtroyed So greataloyerhe was of 
true and inherent worth. that he loved it inthe very megag- 
ry of the dead, and to; baye ſuch great. examples tran 
mitted to the iatuition and imiration of poſterity. 4 
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- » , Athis coming tothe Primacy he knew he ſhould at firſt 
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eſpie little beſides the ruines of difcipline, a arveſt of 
thornes and herefies prevailing in the hearts of the 
People,the Churches poſſeſſed by Wolves and intruders, 
Mens hearts gre:tly eftranged from true religion, & there- 
fore he ſer himſelf to weed the fieids of the Church 3 he 
treated the Adverſaries fometimes ſweetly, ſometimes he 
confuted them learnedly , fome:imes he rebuked them 
ſharply. He viſited his charges diligently, and in his own 
ns vl by proxies, and inſt; umeatal deputatians, que- 
rens nou noſtra, ſed nos, & que ſunt Feſu Chriſti, he de» 
figned nothing that we knew of but the redintegration of 
Religion, the honour of God and the King,the reſtoring 
of collapſed diſcipline , and the renovation of faith and 
the fervice of God in the Churches. And ſtill he was 
indefatigable, and, evea as the laſt ſcene of his life, intend- 
ed to undertake a Regal viſiration. Quid enim v#ltis me 
otiofans 4 Domino comprehend®, (aid one, he was not-wil- 
ling that God ſhould take'him un-imployeds Burt gocd 
Man' he felt his Tabernacle ready to fall in pieces, and 
could gonofurther ; for God would have no more work 
done by that hand z+he therefore -eſpying this- put his 
houſe inotderandhid Inrdly viſited his Dioce,and done 
what he'then could to pur his charge in otders for he had 
a-good while fince receive&the ſentence of death within 
himſelf; and knew he was ſhortly toreader an account of 
his ſtewardſhip. He therefore upon 'a- brisk alarm of 
death, which Godſent him tHe lalf Farnuary, made his will 
in which befides the prudence and preience of ſpirit ma» 
nifeſied in making 2 juſt and wiſe ſettlement of his Eſtzte, 
and provifions-for his deſcendants , 'ar midnight, andin

fion of Godgadmirable mercies and gave thanks that God 
had pe:mitted him to live co [ezthe bleſſed reſtauration 
of his Majeſty aad the Chu:ch of England, confels'd his 
Faith to be the ſame as ever, gave prayſes to God that he 
was born and bred up inthis Religion and prayed to God 
aad hop:d he ſhould dye in the Communion of this 
Church, which te declared to be the moſt pure and Apo- 
ſtolical Church in the whole World. ; 

Heprayed to God to pardon his frailties and infirmi- 


' ties, relyed upon the mercies of God and the metits of 


Jeſus Chriſt, and with a ſingular ſweetneſs reſign'd up 
his ſoul into the hands of his Redeemer, 

But God, who is the great Choragas' and Maſter of the 
Scenes of Life andDeath, was not pleaſed then to'draw the 
Curtains; there was an Epilogue to his Life yet co be ated 
and ſpoken. He retura'd to ARionsand is, advent 
on inthe Me:hods of the ſame procedure as betore z was 
defirous ſtillto eſtabliſh the affairs of "the Church, com- 
plain'd of ſome diſorders which he purpofed to r=drels, 
girt himſelf to the work; but though his ſpirit was williag, 
yethis fleſh was wet, aid asth2 Apoſtles in the veſpers 


'of Chriſts paſſion, ſo he.in the Eves of his own diffotutj- 
-on was heavy, nor to ſtep, bur heavie antd feath, and 


took'd for the laſt warning, 'wh'ch ſeiz'd"on him inthe 
midſt of buſtnels; and chough| was ſuddain, yet it could 
\not b2 unexpetted, or unprovided by (utprize; andthere- 
fore could bz no other then fiat” idaradlt which gs 


' uſed to wiſh unto Himfelf, a Civil and wellnaur'd death, 


without the amazzmenrof rroublefome circumſtances, or 


 thegreat'cracks of a falting! houſe, or the coovulfions of 


impatience. ' Senecatells that Baſſus Aufi Hes was wont tO pyiftzo. 
f je neo Joleren extretps anbeli-  - 
ts, (Frames offer, habzre diquaniam Vt tpft brevitare fHani, 
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pr none 5 or if they were, it was full of comfort that they 
could be hut ſhort. Ithappened fo to this exElleat.Man g 
his paſfive fortitude had been abundantly tried b:fore, - 
and therefore there was the leſs need of it now. His ative 
graces had been abundantly demonſtrated by the great 
and good things he did 3 and therefore his laſt Scene was 
not fo laborious; but God call'd him away ſomthing after 
the manner of Moſes 5 which the Jews expreſs, by oſculum 
oris De,the kiſs of Gods moutb, that 1s, a death indeed 
fore-fignified, butgeatle, and ſerene and without cemp- 
tation. 

Toſummeup all, he was a wiſe Prelate, a learned Dg- 
Rour, 2juſt-Man,. 2 true Friend, a, great bene!actoyr to 
others, 2 thankful beneficiary where he was oblig'd him- 
ſelf. .He was a faithful Servant to bis Maſters, a loyal 
SubjeRtothe King, 2 zealous Aﬀertor of his Religion 

22inſt Popery on one fide, and tanaticiſm onthe-other, 
The pradtxcs of his Religion was not ſo much ia torms 
and-cxteriqur miniſeries, though he' was a great'obſer- 
verof all the publick rites and. miniſteties of the Church, 
23.it was in doing good for others.
